SPARKS FROM MARK; 

One of things I enjoyed the most about 
seminary formation was the teaching parish 
experience and in particular the monthly 
theological reflection. We were asked to 
theologize about a certain pastoral experience or 
an encounter we had and then to reflect upon it 
in the light of faith and the Gospel. These 
reflections were always learning experiences for 
me. It was great to put into practice what I was 
studying and learning in my theology classes. 

The more we are able to share of our faith 
experiences and encounters with one another 
and see them in the light of the Gospel helps us 
all learn and grow in our faith life. Here are two 
theological reflections of an encounter that an 
OLBH family experienced on Christmas day. It 
is my hope, from time to time to have more 
people from OLBH do theological reflections 
on their encounter with Christ and the people of 
God. 

The best Christmas present I received this 
year was a day with my family and a good 
friend serving the meal at the Cornerstone 
Mission. It was a day away from work, from 
telephones, and from the computer. I've 
realized that the "being present" to one another 
is what really counts. 


As we walked into the Mission, I could sense 
that all of us were a little apprehensive about 
being accepted where we were going. The day 
was warm and many people were in the parking 
lot waiting to get in for the annual "Christmas 
dinner". There were many small children in line 
and it reminded me of the manger scene where 
Jesus made his entrance. 

The thoughts continued to swirl around in my 
head as we waited for our instructions. What 
was it the Fr. Mark said that "being poor" was? 
What struck me is that all of us are poor in one 
way or another. How was I poor? I admit to 
feeling somewhat overwhelmed with sad 
thought in the past few weeks and was still 
waiting for the "joy" of Christmas to fill my 
heart. I found that joy as I watched my family 
and good fried interact with all those around me. 
We overcame our being poor by reaching out to 
others in their struggles. Jesus shows us how to 
do just that by His birth, death, and resurrection. 
Thank you, Christmas in NOT over! We can 
experience Christmas every day of the year.

Epiphany of the Lord 
January 5, 2003 

Scripture 

* Then you shall be radiant at what you see, 
your heart shall throb and overflow, for the 
riches of the sea shall be emptied out before 
you, the wealth of nations shall be brought to 
you. (Isaiah 60:5) 

* For he shall rescue the poor when he cries 
out, and the afflicted when he has no one to help 
him. He shall have pity for the lowly and the 
poor; the lives of the poor he shall save. (Psalm 
72:12,13) 

* You have heard of the stewardship of God's 
grace that was given to me for your benefit, 
namely, that the mystery was made known to 
me by revelation. (Ephesians 3:2,3a) 

* ... Magi from the east arrived in Jerusalem, 
saying, "Where is the newborn king of the 
Jews? We saw his star at its rising and have 
come to do him homage." (Matthew 2:lb,2) 

Reflection 

* Are the riches described in Isaiah the riches 
of this world or is Isaiah describing an 
experience of God's presence? 

* Do the Magi have an experience of God 
before seeking Jesus? If they did not experience 
God's presence, what draws them "to do him 
homage?" 

* Is the revelation that Paul talks about an 
experience of God? 

* In spiritual terms, what is the psalmist 
describing? 

* What is the meaning of "Epiphany?" 

And this most precious of all gifts of nature or 
grace is the desire to be hidden or vanish from 
the sight of men and be accounted as nothing by 
the world and to disappear from one's own self- 
conscious consideration and vanish into 
nothingness in the immense poverty that is the 
adoration of God. This absolute emptiness, this 
poverty, this obscurity holds within it the secret 
of all joy because it is full of God. To seek this 
emptiness is true devotion to the Mother of 
God. To find it is to find her. And to be hidden 
in its depths is to be full of God as she is full of 
Him, and to share her mission of bringing Him 
to all men.
